POPLAR BLUFF, Mo., May 7.—A run- 
away team of horses dragging @ wagon, 
tongue between them, crashed into the 
pony cart of Mary Dalton, 13 years old, 
daughter of James L. Dalton, president 
of the Dalton Adding Machine Co., and 
dangerously wounded her and two young 
companions. 

Her condition is critical this morning 
as is that of Max Hathaway, 4year-old 
grandson of Supt. Webster of the Dalton 
factory. Mary Mackenzie, 14-year-old 
daughter of a department store official, 
suffered only a lacerated arm and 
bruises. 

A work train of the Iron Mountain 
Railroad was impressed to bring Dr. 
Victor Cadwell, a surgeon, from Neely- 
ville, 16 miles away. The train, which 
had started on its regular journey, was 
halted and turned around, and with the 
physician aboard and instructions to 
make the highest possible speed, the 
engine and four cars loaded with negro 
workmen plunged on the home trip. 

Including the start, the trip of the 
freight and its load required just 17 
minutes. Part of the way a speed great- 
er than a mile a minute was attained. 

Mary Dalton was scalped, a horse’s 
hoof or the wagon tongue striking her 
and splitting the skin across her eyes, 
nose and head. She suffered other in- 
juries, severe bruises and ‘cuts, but phy- 
sicians are hopeful that she may recov- 
er. Max Hathaway was badly hurt on 
the head, the first belief being that his 
skull was fractured. His condition is 
dangerous. Mary Mackenzie’s arm was 
torn and she was badly bruised.’

CHARLES SUTTER 


IS SUED BY WATER 
GURIST FOR $300 


Miss Susan Davis Says He Visited 
Her 35 Times at Planters, Tak- 
ing Lesson Each Time. 





CHARGE IS $10 AN HOUR 





She Added $160 to Bill and Tes- 
tifies He Paid $200—lIdenti- 
fies Instructions.

Miss Susan Lawrence Davis, the 
“water cure” instructor who recent- 
ly got judgment against Mrs. Paul 
Bakewell Jr., for a fee, appeared be- 
fore Justice Kleiber Tuesday morning 
as plaintiff in a suit agairfst Charles 
Sutter, an electrical engineer (and 
contractor, for $300 which she claims 
is a balance due for professional 

services. 

Miss Davis, who wore a rough straw 
sailor hat and a linen crash suit, testi- 
fied that she gave Sutter 35 hours’ in- 
struction in “personal hygiene’ between 
May and July 16, 1911, and when he 
started on a trip to South America she 
gave him written instructions. 

She said that her minimum charge for 
10 hours’ instruction or treatment at her 
apartments in the Planters Hotel, an 
hour at a time, was $100. Sutter, she 
said, was so much interested that he 
visited her 35 times for instruction. 

$100 Paid, $100 as a Gift. 

For this .she charged htm, she said, 
$250, and for the written instructions 
she added $150 to his bill. Sutter paid 
her $50 at the first treatment, Miss Da- 
vis testified, and $50 June ll. On July 
15, she said, her patient gave her $100 
as a gift, but she applied this on the 
bill for $500, thus leaving $300 still due. 

On cross-examination by Attorney 
John T. Fitzsimmons, the defendant’s 
counsel, Miss Davis said she was not 
a licensed physician and had not held 
herself out as such. She was a gradu- 
ate of the University of Ohio, she 
said, and took the medical course 
there, but did not get a medical di- 
Ploma. She said she taught in south- 
western colleges for 25 years before 
she took up the practice and teach- 
ing of the personal hygiene system 
founded by Emma H. Townsend of 
Corsicana, Tex, 

Fitzsimmons asked her if she taught 
the system to applicants as pupils or to 
restore health. She replied that she 
taught it for both purposes, and that 
Sutter took each course. She identified 
a vest-pocket memorandum book of in- 
structions given Sutter as to his bath- 
ing and diet. 

Says She Called at Office. 

Sutter testified that he was suffering 
from a billious attack in May of last 
year, and that some of his friends who 
knew of Miss Davis suggested that he 
take her treatment. Miss Davis called 
at his office in the Carleton Building, 
he said, and discussed his ailment with 
him. He agreed to take a course of 
10 treatments for $100, he said. After 
taking the first treatments he arranged 
to take another course, but had not fin- 
ished the treatments when he was 
ready to start to South America, July 
15, he testified. 

According to his testimony he then 
went to the Planters Hotel and paid 
Miss Davis $100 and started for South 
America. The first he heard of her 
claim for $500 was when he recefved a 
telegram in New York demanding that 
sum. A series of telegrams passed be- 
tween Sutter and Miss Davis, all of 
which were introduced. 

Sutter was positive in his statement 
that Miss Davis administered physica] 
treatments, and did not give him a 
course of lessons, as she testified. A 
record of Sutter’s office showing that 
he was absent from the city part of the 
time between May 24 and July 15, and 
could not have taken the 3% treatments, 
as testified by Miss Davis, was intro- 
duced. 


WOMAN IN JAIL 
ON CONTEMPT CHARGE 


Must Stay There Till She Pro. 
duces Children She Is Charged 
With Kidnaping. 

LA CROSSBH, Wis., May 7.—Mrs. Ruth 
Miles of Tomah has been sentenced to 
remain in jail for contempt of court un- 
til she produces two of her children 
who are now in Idaho and whom she is 

accused of kidnaping. 

Mrs. Miles was married 10 years ago 
to George Alingham of Tomah. Pend- 
ing the Court decision in a divorce suit, 
the mother had custody of the children 
with the provision that they must not 
te removed from the jurisdiction of the 
court. Mrs. Miles immediately went to 
Idaho and when the husband got a di- 
vorce and the custody of the children 
she refused to give them up. 

A year ago she removed to Los An-

The German Savings Institution, 
housed at present in the\ Planters Hotel 
building, has acquired ‘a lease of 30 
years upon the old Mills & Averill block 
at the southeast corner of Broadway 
and Pine street, and will erect théreon 
a modern banking building of white 
marble, concrete and steel. This an- 
nouncement was made Tuesday by the 
Mississippi Valley Trust Co., which ne- 
gotiated the lease. 

The parties to the transaction were 
the Gehner Real Estate and Investment 
Co., Of which Mrs. Minna Gehner is 
president and which owns the site, and 
the German Savings Institution, of 
which Nelson W. McLeod is president. 
The amount of the rental was not made 
public. At the expiration of the lease, 
the banking company will have an op- 
tion of renewing it for an additional 69 
years. 

Work will begin at once razing the 
building now occuying the ground, 
and it is expected that the new 
structure will be completed this year. 
It will consist of a basement, a main 
floor and a mezzanine floor, and will 
be used exclusively by the bank. The 
Plans, prepared by Albert B. Groves 
Aas architect, have already been ac- 
cepted.

ST. PAUL, Minn., May 7.—Carl R. 


Gray, president of the Oregon Trunk 


and the Spokane, Portland & Seattle 
raiways, Pacific Coast. subsidiaries of 
the Great Northern, and formerly with 
the Frisco in St. Louis, will become 
one of the executive officers of the 
Great Northern, with headquarters in 
St. Paul, on June 1. 

President L. W. Hill of that road 
made this announcement just before de- 
parting for the West. He denied that 
either he or his father, J. J. Hill, chair- 
man of the Board of Directors, would 
resign, but said a number of changes 
On the Board of Directors would be 
made. 

“I am not in a position to say at 
present what these changes will be,” 
Hill said, “but both my father and I 
will remain with the railroad. Mr. 
Gray will come to St. Paul as an execu- 
tive officer of the Great Northern. L 
C. Gillman, assistant to the president 
of the Great Northern, will go to the 
west end of the lines as assistant to 
the president.’’ 


News of Gray’s appointment as an ex- 
ecutive officer of the Great Northern 
is taken by railroad men to be a con- 
firmation of the long-persistent rumor 
that he is eventually to succeed James 
J. Hill as head of that road. 

Gray was born in 1867 and begar his 
jrailroad career as a telegraph operator 
in 1883. In 20 years, and before he 
reached the age of 40,’ he was general 
manager of the Frisco system. His first 
promotion was to the position of com- 
mercial agent at Wichita in 1887. Three 
years later he was made district freight 
agent at Carthage, Mo., and in 1896 went 
back to Wichita as division freight 
agent. 

In .1897 he became superintendent of the 
Frisco’s Western division with head- 
quarters at Monett, Mo., and in 1900 was 
appointed superintendent of transporta- 
tion with headquarters at St. Louis and 
later at Springfield. He was made gen- 
eral manager in 1904. 

As senior vice-president he performed 
all the duties of the president of the 
road for more than a year and a half. 
\His resignation was announced April 2, 
1911. When he was ready to depart 
from St. Louis the Traffic Club gave 
him a farewell dinner at the Jefferson 
Hotel. City officials and members of 
the various business and civic organiza- 
tions attended and expressed théir re- 
gret at Gray’s departure.

Colonel Assured of 66 Delegates 
in State Convention, One 
More Than Majority. 


IS PREFERENCE BY 4000 
7 Speaker, Also Choice in ‘‘Prefer- 


ential,’”’ Carries Delegates 
Over Two Opponents. 





By Associated Press. 

BALTIMORE, May 7. — Theodore 
' Roosevelt today clung to the 66 dele- 
gates to the State convention which 
the Maryland presidential primaries 
gave him yesterday, and although this 
was but one more than the majority 
necessary for control, and the returns 
from many of the counties outside Bal- 
timore are incomplete, enough have 
been received to establish his victory 
and the defeat of President Taft. 

Democratic returns, still incomplete, 
but apparently conclusive, give Champ 
Clark 72 delegates, Woodrow Wilson 44, 
Judson Harmon 4, with nine votes from 
two counties still unsettled. 

These, however, cannot ahange the 
result. The Clark men ciaim both these 
counties, and if established, these 
claims would make Clark’s total vote 
in the. State convention and his plural- 
ity over Gov. Wilson, 27. 


Harmon Carried One County. 
Gov. Harmon carried only one coun- 


ty, but the Wilson men believe his vote 
played an important part in the result 
since they say much of it would have 
gone to Gov. Wilson if the Ohio Gov- 
ernor had not been in the race. 

This means that both Roosevelt and 
Clark will take from Maryland to the 
national conventions a solid block of 16 
votes. The Republican delegates chosen 
at the primaries will name 16 delegates 
to Chicago at the State convention May 
14. The Democratic State convention on 
May 16 will select 32 national delegates, 
each with half a vote. 

Although the Taft forces claim they 


w* will control the personnel of the State 


convention, Col. Roosevelt’s friends de- 
clare they have no fear that trouble 
May result from this situation. They 
point out that the State delegates elect- 
ed are bound by the law to instruct the 
delegates to the national convention for 
Roosevelt and they express confidence 
that now the fight is over, the two fac- 


_ ttons into which the contest divided the 


party will unite to place a delegation 
behind Col. Roosevelt that will remain 
faithful to him at Chicago as long as 
he has a chance of getting the nomina- 
tion. 

Roosevelt the Preference by 4000, 

Estimates today of the personal pref- 
erential vote of the State as a whole 
give Roosevelt a majority over Taft of 
less than 4000. Clark’s plurality in the 
city of Baltimore over Gov. Wilson was 
about 12,700 and the vote in the coun- 
ties when it is counted is expected to 
reduce this to a total of 11,000 for the 
State as a whole. 

The State preferential vote had no 4di- 
rect bearing on the result, but the 
Roosevelt and Clark campaign commit- 
tees were none the less pleased that it 
went for their candidates, since they 
believe it will make the preference by 
counties through which the State dele- 
gates are instructed, all the more bind- 
ing and militate against the possibility 
- that the delegations to the national con- 
‘ventions will not stay hitched, if the 
fight tire is very close. 

The law demands that the Maryland 
delegations continue to vote as in- 
etructed as long as in thelr conscien- 
cious judgment they believe their can- 
Gidates have a chance ef getting the 
nomination. si

Two sets of delegates will be sent 
from Arkansas to the Chicago conven- 
tion, where the contest must be threshed 
out.

IN NEED OF FOOD 


She Intimates Sword Had Been 
Sold to Buy the Necessities 
| of Life. 


SHE “WILL JOIN HIM SOON” 


One of Dr. F. A. Cook’s Stanch- 
est Supporters Succumbs in 
New York at 82. 


By Leased Wtre From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, May 7.—Capt. Bradley 


Sillick Osbon, secretary of the Arctic 
Club and one of Frederick A. Cook’s 
stanchest supporters, died yesterday aft- 
ernoon in the Post Graduate Hospital. 
His wife, who, as Miss Eliza Balfour, 
he married 43 years ago, was at his bed- 
side. 

“Capt. Osbon did not realize ‘until this 
morning that he was dying,’’ she said 
last evening. “He said to me, ‘You are 
not going to leave me now?’ I told him 
he was leaving me and he wanted me to 


tell him when we should meet again. 

“*T shall meet you in heaven two 
weeks from today,’ I answered.”’ 

It was evident when she spoke of 
joining the Captain so soon she be- 
lieved that she could not long survive 
him. 

‘My husband died because he needed 
food and medicine,”’ she said. ‘‘W'e have 
been existing, or trying to, on a pen- 
sion of $20 a month he received from 
the Government. I believe my husband 
did more for the Government than any 
other man, yet $20 a month was all it 
would give him.’’ 

Sword Sold for Food.. 

She spoke of two swords that had 
been owned by Capt. Osbon—an old 
brass one, polished until it shone like 
gold, which he wore under Admiral Far- 
ragut, and a presentation gold handled 
sword she said she had disposed of. 
The interviewer inferred this had been 
sold to pay for necessities of life. 

Capt. Osbon was born in Rye, N. 
Y., Aug. 16, 1830, the son of a Metho- 
dist clergyman. When about 10 he 
ran away and shipped on a canal boat, 
and later on the Cornelia, a famous 
ocean packet. On his return he was 
14. His parents gave him permission 
to enter the navy. He spent two years 
in the navy, then shipped on a whaler 
for the Antarctic. In 189 he became 
chief officer of the bark, Swallow, which 
fell in with a Chinese junk nedr Hong- 
kong, captured her with $30,000 and 
killed all her crew—30 Chinese—in bat- 
tle. 

Next Osbon joined the Anglo-Chinese 
navy, formed for the purpose of ridding 
the seas of Chinese pirate ships. It 
was the sort of work for which young 
Osbon pined' and he had an_. excit- 
ing time. After that service he joined 
a theatrical strong man and in a turn 
with him, burlesqued each“feat the 
strong man performed. 

In Touch With Farragut, 

When the Civil War began, Osbon was 
assigned by Harper’s Weekly to write 
articles and draw sketches. This work 
brought him in touch with Admiral Far- 
ragut, who made him his clerk aboard 
the Hartford. 

In 1862 he was made signal officer of 
the Hartford, and was credited with as- 
sisting materially in the safe passage 
of the forts in the capture of New Or- 
leans. Admiral Farragut, in his dis- 
patches to Washington, praised Osbon 
for his bravery. 

At the close of the war Capt. Osbon 
took part in Central American and 
South American revolutions. He was 
once admiral of the Mexican Navy. Just 
before Admiral Cervera’s fleet was 
trapped by our battleships in Santiago 
harbor, Capt. Osbon, it is said, informed 
Admiral Sampson of the location of the 
Spanish fleet. On quitting the sea, Capt. 
Osbon settled himself at 123 East Twen- 
ty-third street, where he sold books 
and nautical knick-knacks. His body 
was taken there today.

MORGANZA, La., May 7. 
NE family brought to Morgan- 
© za had been, for days, with- 
out sufficient food. When the 
flood came, the head of the house 
rushed upstairs with his two small 
children, and heJ]d them on a man- 
tel all night to keep them above 
the rapidly-rising water. 

At daylight the entire family took 
to the roof. They had just enough 
food to ward off starvation until 
the boats reached them. 
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By Associated Press, 

NEW ORLEANS, May 7.—Uniless 
boats are hurried to remote sections 
of the flood inundated country in Pointe 
Coupee Parish, it is feared hundreds of 
persons will perish. 

Word was received in Morganza this 
morning that great numbers of people 
still are marooned in the country south 
of the levee breach at Torras. The res- 
cuers are handicapped by a lack of 
enough boats. Many stories of suffer- 
ing among flood refugees reached here} 
today. 

Unofficial estimates place the agri- 
cultural loss from the flood in Louisia- 
na at $8,500,000. An estimate of the other 
property loss cannot be made. 

Eight hundred and seventy-five 
square miles of the State have been 
inundated. 

No Warning Received, 

Hundreds of people living in the back 
country of Louisiana received no warn- 
ing of the flood until the torrent swept 
upon them. They took refuge on house 
tops and in trees and on rafts, and for 
several days have been without ade- 
quate shelter from the heavy rains. 

Had Faith in Levees. 

Scores of refugees who were brought 
to Morganza in the relief boats early 
today say there are hundreds more to 
be taken from their fiood prisons. The 
majority of these people lived so far 
back in the country that couriers did 
not reach them, Or, in many instances, 
if they were warned they scoffed at the 
advice to leave. “The levees always 
have held,” they argued, “why should 
they not hold now?” — 

The levee above Morganza is lined 
with people and their few belongings 
waiting to be taken to concentration 
camps. About 500 were removed to New 
Roads, where they were fed, then trans- 
ferred to Baton Rouge. 

Two hundred negroes near Bacheler 
were brought here early today on a 
Government barge. They were later sent 
to New Roads.

NEW YORK, May 7.—William Vincent 
Astor, a slender lad not yet 21 years 
old and still an enrolled student at 
Harvard University, now suddenly be- 
comes a picturesque and peculiarly in- 
teresting world-figure because of the 
fact that the will of his father, the late 
Col. John Jacob Astor, a victim of the 
Titanic disaster, makes him the richest 
young man in all America, and the 
head of the great Astor family, leading 
the golden muster-roll of America’s 

aristocracy. 

He is one of the most modest of 
youths, despite these facts of his so- 
cial eminence and the inheriting the 
bulk of an estate the estimated value of 
which ranges all the way from §$75,000,- 
000 to $150,000,000. Somewhet reserved in 
manner, and less democratic than was 
his father, the thing which he seems 
to dread most In life is the “spotlight” 
of publicity, into which he so recently 
has been brought under the black 
shadow of the Titanic tragedy. 

Yet there would seem no way in which 
this wealthy young chief of the most 
powerful family in America can escape 
the spotlight of his dreading. The mere 
fact of his vast inheritance makes him 
logically so dramatic a personality in 
American life, a character so intensely 
appealing to the average man and wom- 
an, that even the merest shred of news 
concerning him becomes of a value not 
attaching to any other representative 
of his social class. He is the Prince 
Fortunatus of his generation—and he 
must needs pay the publicity penalty 
attaching to that distinction, 

Reported Engaged Several Times. 

The fact, too, that the romance of 
young love has already more than once 
claimed him, in rumor, as a central 
figure in stories of sentimental import, 
adds to the eagerness of the American 
public to hear all there is to be told 
about a lad so extremely wealthy, so 
inherently interesting and so delightful- 


ly modest. Even though he has not yet 


arrived at man's estate, five separate 
reports of attachments which he ¢s said 
to have cherished for beautiful young 
women of his world have been in cir- 
culation. 

It was declared at one time that he 
was engaged to marry Miss Margaret 
Andrews, daughter of Mr. Paul Andrews 
of Newport, a lovely girl only 16 years 
of age. At another time he was credited 
with an ardent wooing of Miss Cathe- 
rine Hamersley, a young and wealthy 
maiden of New York's high society. A 
third story had it that he was a suitor 
for the hand of Miss Nancy Leishman, 
daughter of the Ambassador; a fourth 
that he would fain have wedded the 
beautiful Katherine Force, sister of the 
similarly beautiful Madeline Force, who 
became his father’s wife, and a fifth 
rumor declared that he had faller cap- 
tive to the charms of demure:little Ina 
Claire, title-role star of “The Quaker 
Girl,” the biggest New York musical 
comedy hit of the theatrical season now 
closing. 

Quite naturally,*a Harvard stripling 
who becomes the richest young Amer- 
ican and the head of the all-potent As- 
tor clan in American society, and who 
has been so fervently enterprising as 
already to take on the aspect of a 
“squire of*dames,’’ in so pronounced: a 
manner, commends himself to American 
liking with irresistible magnetism. But 
this ciroumstance isn’t at all to Wil- 
lam Vincent Astor’s taste. Courteous- 
ly, but very firmly, he has denied all 
these rumors of love’s young dream, de- 
ploring the fact that the American pub- 
lic finds occasion for such acute inter- 
est in his affairs. 

“T am not thinking of marrying any 
one,” young Astor said recently with 
regard to the rumors of his attachment 
for Ina Claire, having at an earlier date 
put a quietus on the several others 
stories. “I am devoting myself wholly 
to my college course.” 

Touchingly, too, since the death of his 
father, whom he idolized, has William 
Vincent Astor solicitously looked after 
his young stepmother, of whom he is 
said to be sincerely fond, doing all that 
was possible to comfort her, following 
the dreadful ordeal to which she was 
subjected by the parting with his father 
on the deck of the sinking Titanic. The 
lad’s tender care for Mrs. Astor is de- 
clared to be a beautiful thing to see, in- 
= gtinct with a touch of true chivalry, 

blended with filial regard, which is rare

less of the finer things of life.

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their comradship was made all the 
closer, during William Vincent Astor's 
boyhood, by the latter’s delicacy of 
constitution at one time so marked that 
his room was eqaipped like a hospital 
and ke was constantly under the care 
of trained nurses. When but 12 years 
old the boy was compelled to undergo 
@n operation for appendicitis, and a 


second operation was necessitated later‘ 


by an affection of the throat which 
was the result of an attack of mumps. 

From this time forward the estab- 
lishment of the health of young Astor 
became a matter of vital solicitude with 
his father. The lad’s tutors were chocen 
with an eye as much to their qualifi- 
cations for the physical as for the men- 
tal development of their pupil A 
course at Eton, the great English school, 
was decided upon largely because of 
the rugged training which the Eton 
boys receive in out-door sports. Here. 
however, young Astor did not remain 
long, not taking kindly to the “fagging”’ 
and other obligation of service imposed 
ty the older boys upon the younger. 
He entered Harvard upon:-his return to 
this country. 


Doesn’t Have a Valet. 

The young man occupies a suite of 
five rooms in Claverly Hall, one of 
the Gold Coast dormatories. His apart- 
ments are furnished plainly. with fur- 
niture and pictures of the very best 
quality. He does not employ a valet. 
Astor is a diligent student. He is 
specializing in chemistry and spends 
much of his unoccupied time in the 
Harvard laboratories. His father had 
wished him to acquire a knowledge of 
law, which would be’ of value to him 
in the handling of the estates into which 
he has fallen with so great suddenness, 
but when he evinced a deep interest in 
sciences Col. Astor allowed him to have 
his way. 

He spent but little time in amusements 
and did not go out as a candidate for 
any of the freshman athletic teams. He 
visited the theaters but rarely in Bos- 
ton, but he made many week-end trips 
to New York. Boston society has had 
no charms for him, and he has deftly 
kept aloof from all socia] affairs in the 
Hub. 

Vincent Astor has been encouraged to 
participate in sports of every kind. He 
can ride well, and is a pretty good shot. 
He is fond of tennis, and a first rate 
player. Since his infancy he has been 
familiar with boats and can qualify as a 
yachtsman, although he is not quite so 
enthusiastic in this line as was his 
father. Vincent Astor was with his 
father on the Nourmahal when she was 
supposed to be lost In a storm in the 
West Indies. So great was the alarm 
felt for their safety that the United 
States Government sent a boat out to 
search for them, but they were found 
unharmed in a Puerto Rico harbor, 
where they had sought shelter.

Unlike many of the wealthy Harvard 
students, Astor keeps no automobile for 
his use in Cambridge. Instead he takes 
many short pleasure trips in the neigh- 
borhood of the college on a motor cycle, 
invariably accompanied by Richard S. 
Emmet of St. James, L. I. Mr. Astor 
has not a wide acquaintanceship among 
the students of the college, but this fs 
due to his retiring nature. The students 
regard him as being very democratic. 

The death of Col. Astor will not pre- 
vent the younger Astor continuing his 
college course until 1916, when he will 
be graduated. 

After the divorce of his parents Vin- 
cent Astor was almost constantly with 
his father-until the separation this year, 
when the son went to college and the 
father took his bride to Europe. He has 
therefore lost a chum as well as a par- 
ent, and his grief at the double loss 
and his persistency in clinging to the 
hope that the Colonel would yet be 
found among the living has deeply 
touched every one who has come in 
contact with him. 

Vincent Astor has grown into a tall, 
slender, blue-eyed, black-hafred youth, 
not quite up to his father in height or 
weight. Although there is something 
about him that suggests his father, 
their features are quite different, and it 
is hard to say in what the likeness con- 
sists. 

It is less a physical resemblance than 
one of traits and disposition. As is to 
be expected from one who has had his

ter, Muriel, $3,000,000 left to the expected 
child, $100,000 left to the widow, and a 
few smaller bequests to friends and em- 
phloyes. 

Mrs. Madeliene Talmadge Force As- 
tor, the Colonel’s second wife, whom he 
married last September, gets $100,000 out- 
right, to do with as she pleases. Her 
other bequests have a big string tied 
to them. ‘She gets the income from §$,- 
000,000 to continue only to her death or 
So, too, with her ten- 
ancy of the Astor town house at Sixty- 
fifth street and Fifth .avenue. 

Mrs. Astor is just 21 years old. She 
received an ante-nuptial settlement 
which has been estimated at anywhere 
from $200,000 to $2,000,000. : 

Mrs. Ava Willing Astor is not men- 
tioned even once by name in the will. 
There ane no gifts to a charity of any 
kind. St. Paul’s Schoo! at Concord, N., 
H., gets $30,000. Various friends and 
employes treceive $10,000 to $30,000. 

For the present, at least, Vincent will 
make his home with the second Mrs. 
Astor in the noted old Astor residence. 
This home was left to the young woman 
during her fe or until her remarriage. 
Then it reverts to Vincent. 

If he shoul leave it is hoped his place 
will be taken by another tenant, whose 
coming is looked for in July or August. 
For this posthumous child Col. Astor 
made provisions of $3,000,000. The moth- 
er will be the ichild’s guardian. 

Alice Ava Mariel Astor, the Colonel’s 
daughter, gets $5,000,000. She does not 
come into it uti] she is 21 years old. 
She is in the custody of her mother, the 
first Mrs. Astor, who was Mise Ava 
Willing of Philaxielphia. She divorced 
Col. Astor three years ago. Mrs. Astor 
de-lared herself to be a foreign resi- 
dent when she remched this country a 
week ago. So it Js probable that the 
girl, who is 10 years old, will also aban- 
don her American eitizenship as she is 
to be educated abroad and to make her 
home there permanently. 

The estate consists almost entirely of 
real estate and gtit-edged railroad se- 
curities. The house in Fifth avenue, 
Ferncliffe, the Rhinebeck place and the

tunes in themselves. The greater part 
ef the property devised by Col. Astor's 
will was entailed. His father gave him 
limited power in bequeathing certain 
portions of the vast properties. For ex- 
ample, certain of the lands at Rhine- 
beck were held only for life by him, 
with the devisement going to his off- 
spring, as was also the case with the 
Newport property and all the pictures 
and statuary left separately from the 
Fifth avenue house. 

It is not believed there will be any 
contest... The first Mrs. Astor waived 
her dower rights at the time of her 
marriage, when, in lieu of them, a set- 
tlement was made upon her, in addition 
to which she was guaranteed an income 
of $50,000 for life. 

Upon her divorce her waiver was re- 
affirmed and alimony in the sum of 
$60,000 a year was allowed to her, this 
also to continue only during her life. In 
this way she has now an income of 
professional.

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

Your editorial on the Harvester Trust Truth 
was good. Print tn broad type and spread broad- 
cast: “None of all the iniquitous industrial trusts 
in the United States has taken heavier toll of un-. 
earned money from the American people. None 
has given less in return.” And let the Harvester 
compahy reap its deserts. , 

Besides the outrage you mention, namely the 
comparative prices they ask in this country and 
foreign countries—besides this the profit they 
allow their agents on new machines is so small 
that if the agent has to send a man to the field 
with the machine his profit is thereby consumed. 
But the profit they allow on repairs is much 
greater. And to see to it that many repairs will 
be necessary their machines are, to say the least, 
idiotically gotten up.

WASHINGTON, May 7.—The May 
crop report of the Crop Reporting Bu- 
reau, Bureau of. Statistics, United 
States Department of Agriculture, is- 
sued at 2:15 o’clock this afternoon and 
showing the condition on May of 
winter wheat, rye, meadow lands and 
pastures; the percentage of spring plow- 


ing and spring planting completed, the 


acreage of winter wheat to be harvest- 
ed, the estimated outturn of the winter 
wheat crop and the stocks of hay on 
farms: May l, Is as follows: 

WINTER WHEAT—The average con- 
dition of winter wheat on May 1 was 
79.7 per cent of a normal, ¢ompared witk 
&).6 per cent on April 1, 86.1 per cent on 
May 1, 1911, and 85.2 per cent the aver- 
a+ for the past 10 years on May 1. 

The area of winter wheat remaining 
on May 1 to be harvested was about 
744,000 acres, or 3,418,000 acres less than 
the area harvested in 1911, and 6,469, 
acres less than the area sown last fall 
(32,213,000 acres). 

The condition on May 1 is indicative 
of a yield per acre of approximately 
14.4 bu, assuming average variations to 
prevail thereafter. On the estimated 
area to be harvested this would pro- 
duce a final crop of 370,714,000 bu, com- 
pared with 430,656,000 bu in 1911, 434,142, - 
000 bu in 1910 and 417,780,000 bu in 1909. 
The out-turn of the crop probably will 
be above or below the figures here given 
according as the conditions from May 1 
to time of harvest is above or below the 
average change. 

RYE—The condition of rye on May 1 
was 87.5 per cent of a normal, compared 
with 87.9 per cent on April 1, 90 per cent 
on May 1, 1911, and 89.2 per cent the 
uverage for the past 10 years on May 1. 

MEADOW OR HAY LANDS—The av- 
erage condition of meadow, or hay, 
lands on May 1 was 8.7 r cent of a 
normal, compared with 8.7 per cent on 
May 1, 1911, and a 10-year average on 
May 1 of 88.6 per cent. 

HAY ON FARMS—The stocks of hay 
on farms on May 1 were estimated to 
be 3,888,000 tons, compared with 7,546,000 
tons on May 1, 1, 

PASTURE— The average condition of 
pastures on May 1 was 81.7 per cent of 
a normal, compared with 581.3 per cent 
on May 1, 1911, and a 10-year average 
on May 1 of 36.4 per cent. 

SPRING PLOWING—Of spring plow- 
ing, 52.8 per cent was completed up to 
May 1, compared with 71 per cent on 
May 1, 1911, and a 10-year average on 
May 1 of 67.6 per cent. 

SPRING PLANTING —Of spring plant- 
ing, 48.9 per cent was completed up to 
May 1, compared with 60 per cent on 
May 1, 1911, and a six-year average on 
May 1 of 55.2 per cent.

Brewster, McKinley and Murphy 
Announce, Caulfield, Swanger 
and Quick May Run. 


At least eight candidates for governor, 
five Democrats and three Republicans, 
will submit their claims to the voters of 
Missouri at the State-wide orimary elec- 
tion in August. With one exception. all 
of them are lawyers. 

The Democratic aspirants who have 
made formal announcement are: Wil- 
liam 8S. Cowherd, former mayor of Kanh- 
sas City and four times congressman 
from that district; Elliott W. Major, 
Attorney-General and former State 
senator; A. «1. Bolte, Neutenant-gover- 
nor from 1896 to 1900 and former probate 
judge and former prosecuting attorney 
of Franklin County; James A. Houchin 
of Jefferson City, hotel owner ard pres- 
ident of the Star Contracting Co., and 
David A. Ball of Pike County, who 
made an unsuccessful contest for the 
nomination four years ago. 

Originally there were 10 candidates 
for the Democratic nomination. Five, 
Representative Barker of Macon, Sena- 
tor Humphrey of Snelby County, State 
Treasurer Cowgill, W. D. Vandiver of 
St. Louis and farmer Mayor Clayton of 
St. Joseph—withdrew recently in the in- 
terest of Cowherd. 

Leon Quick Mentioned, 

On the Republican side, declarations } 
have been filed by A. W. Brewster of 
Kansas City, John C. McKinley of Un-}| 
ionville, and A. Pat Murphy of Rolla. 
Well-informed Republican leaders be- 
lieve that State Bank Examiner Swan- 
ger also will enter the race. Among 
others mentioned are Judge Caulfield 
of the St. Louis Court of Appeals and 
Leon Quick, St. Louis City Treasurer, 
and National Secretary of the Order of 
Railway Telegraphers. 

Thomas K. Niedringhaus is another 
important figure on the gubernational 
horizon. His political star has been in 
the ascendancy since his election as 
National Committeeman from Missouri 
by the Roosevelt supporters at the State 
convention three weeks ago. 

Niedringhaus advocates point to his 
successful management of the 1904 cam- 
paign when the Republicans elected 
nearly all State officers, except Gover- 
ror and sent a Republican legislature to 
Jefferson City. His leadership of the 
Roosevelt forces in the recent primary 
campaign, makes Neidringhaus, so his 
friends say, the logical candidate of 
this triumphant wing of the party in 
Missouri. 

McKinley is the most talked-of Re- 
publican candidate. He has won the 
minority nomination for United States 
Senator twice, defeating Richard C. 
Kerens in 1908, and Nathan Frank two 
In each election his ma- 
jority was overwhelming. McKinley 
served a term as State Senator, and was 
Lieutenant-Governor and President pro 
tem. of the Senate from 1965 to 1909. 

G. 0. P. Organization Damaged. 

A. Pat Murphy served two terms in 
Congress and came within a few votes 
in 1910 of: being elected for the third 
time. He has a powerful following in 
the Ozark country. «a. W. Brewster of 

jansas City long has been regarded as 
one of the most influential Republicans 
in Western Missouri. He is backed by 
a: strong organization in Kansas City. 

Republicans admit that the organiza- 
tion has been damaged by the bitter 
controversy of the Roosevelt and Taft 
factions. The Federal officeholders and 
the State administration forces are open- 
ly hostile. In St. Louis the situation 
from a harmony standpoint is regarded 
as discouraging, and it was this city 
which made the Mysterious Stranger a 
possibility.
